In the Claims: 

Please cancel claims 14, 19, 20 and 21. 

In claim 8, line 3, change "forming two layers of a gate insulating film and agate electrode" to -- 
forming a two layer structure comprising a gate insulating film and agate electrode--. 

In claim 9, line 2, change "a two-layer structure" to - the two layer structure-. 

In claim 10, line 3, change "forming three layers of a gate insulating film, a gate electrode and a 
gate upper film" to - forming a three layer structure comprising a gate insulating film, a gate 
electrode and a gate upper film-. 



In Claim 10, line 12, change "first film" to -first conductive film- 
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In Claim 10, line 13, change "first film" to -first conductive film-. 

In Claim 10, line 14, change "first film" to -first conductive film-. 

In Claim 11, line 2, change "a three-layer structure" to - the three layer structure-.

3. Claims 8-1 1 are allowed over prior art of record.
